In accordance with M.P.EP 821.04 and In re Ochiai, 71 R3d 1565, 37 USPQ 1 127 (Fed. 
Cir. 1995), since the product claims have been found allowable, the claims directed to the 
method of use have been rejoined with the product claims. Therefore, the restriction requirement 
between the product claims and method of use is hereby withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention relates to triazole derivatives of Formula 



using the triazole derivatives in the treatment of disorders such hyperglycemia and diabetes. The 
closest prior art are the compounds described in U.S. Patent No. 6,730,690. The compounds of 
this application differ from the compounds of U.S. Patent '690 in that R 2 and R 3 (of the 
compounds of the Formula depicted in claim 47 of this application) are taking together to form a 
fused 5-10 membered non-aromatic or aromatic ring. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
compounds as described in this application.
